HELD IN INDIA BORDER ROW 


Congress Party Leader Arrested Trying to 
Cross Kashmir State Line in Defiance of 
Bar Against His Entry. 


SRINAGAR, Kashmir, India, 
June 20 (AP)—Jawaharlal Nehru, 
president-designate of the Indian 
Congress party, was arrested to- 
day after being nicked in the 
cheek with a bayonet when he 
defied a bar of Kashmir state 
against his entry.

Then it occurred -to 
me that the air filter might be 
cut off making the use of ordinary 
poison gas possible, 


Found Pipe Was Protected, 


“T talked with the engineer of 
the Chancellory who had no sus- 
picion of my purpose and found 
the current of air might be 
switched on and off by manipulat- 
ing the intake pipe. But when I 
inspected this pipe I found that 
shortly before Hitler had person- 
ally ordered it covered with a 
jsteel chimney four feet high. 
Therefore my plan was no longer 
possible.”

OF 7 BILLION SENT 
T0 HOUSE FLOOR 


Biggest in Peacetime, It 
Includes $375,000,000 
for Atomic Energy De- 
velopment. 


‘ WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
A $7,091,034,700 Army budget—hig- 
gest ever in peacetime and with 
a total of $375,000,000 included for 
atomic energy development—went 
to the House floor today. 

It was almost twice as large 
ag the last prewar appropriation, 
voted in 1941. 

Nearly balancing the $175,000,000 
extra cash granted the Army’s 


famed Manhattan Project which 
produced the atomic bomb, the Ap- 
propriations Committee trimmed 
$150,000,000 from Budget Bureau 
estimates for army-supervised re- 
lief and government activities in 
occupied countries. 

The Budget Bureau had recom- 
mended $500,000,000 for the relief- 
military government program and 
$200,000,000 for the atomic service. 
The committee revised the 
amounts to $350,000,000 and $375,- 
000,000, respectively. The Army 
itself had asked for $397,000,000 
for the Manhattan Project. 

Otherwise the committee gener- 
ally followed the Budget Bureau's 
recommendations for War Depart- 
ment funds for the fiscal year 
starting July 1. Net changes in 
the big measure represented a re- 
duction of $117,172,729. 

The committee approved in full 
the $1,199,500,000 allotment for the 
Air Forces after hearing Gen. Car! 
Spaatz, Air Forces chief, relate 
plans for an air force adequate to 
detect and repel any surprise at- 
tack, to launch a crippling coun- 
ter-offensive and to back up the 
land and sea forces. 

The Air Forces’ cash allotment 
included $388,776,454 for the pur- 
chase of 1046 modern plahes and 
gliders.

In several important essentials, 
the Sovtet program stood in di- 
ametric opposition to the Baruch 
plan. Foremost among these were: 

1, Russia to surrender 
its veto power on atomic con- | 
trol issues. But Baruch said in | 
his speech last Friday: “There | 
must be no veto to protect those | 
who violate their solemn agree- | 
ments not to develop or use | 
atomic energy for destructive | 
purposes.” 

2. In proposing an interna- | 
tional treaty to outlaw the pro- | 
duction and use of atomic | 
weapons, Russia said the agree- 
ment should provide for the de- | 
struction of all stock-piles of | 
atomic bombs within 90 days | 
after the treaty is signed. The 
United States, on the other | 
hand, had made clear its re- 
solve to hold on to its stock- 
pile and know-how until an in- 
ternational control authority is 
in full operation. 

3. Russia proposed that final 
control be vested in the existing 
U. N. Security Council. No men- 
tion was made of the American 
recommendation that such con- 
trol be placed in an atomic de- 
velopment authority. 

Without mentioning the Baruch 
proposal, what Gromyko did in his 
hour-long address, in effect, was 
to suggest a reversal of the Amer- 
ican time table in attacking the 
atomic control problem. Added to 
this was his blunt rejection of 

the American  veto-waiving pro- 
posal, a punch which he threw in 
casually near the close of the 
speech. 

The American plan contemplat- 
ed a slow disclosure by the United 
States of its atomic secrets, in 
concert with the progressive per« 
fection of an effective internation- 
al atomic development authority. 
The Russians, in substance, would 
start off with international re 
nunciation of the production and 
use of atomic weapons, together 
with a system for punishing 
transgressors, and would proceed 
from there to the perfection of 
the international authority. 

U. 8. Opposition Expected. 
This was expected to be re 

ceived coolly by the Anglo-Amer- 
ican powers. While no immedi- 
ate comment was forthcoming 
from Baruch, it was thought that 
the United States would remain 
adamant in its stand against de- 
stroying its bombs or ceasing their 
production in advance of the com- 
pletion of workable international 
control, 

International control cannot 
“work” in the Anglo-American 
view, unless swift and sure pun- 
ishment is made possible by elimi- 
nation of the veto right on the 
part of the Big Five—the United 
States, England, France, Russia 
and China. 

Gromyko surprised the delegates 
by actually presenting the text of 
a proposed international treaty, to 
become effective after approval 
by the Security Council and rati- 
fication by half of the signatory, 
states. 

Cabled to Gromyko from Mos- 
cow, the proposed treaty con- 
tained the following provisions:

Text of Russian Atom Control Plan 


NEW YORE, June 20 (AP). 
ARTIAL tert of the Russian 

P plan for control of atomic 
energy by Soviet Delegate 

Andrei A, Gromyko, follows: 

I would wish, upon the recom- 
mendation of my government, to 
lay before the Commission two 
concrete proposals which in the 
opinion of the Soviet Government 
may constitute a basis for the 
adoption by the Commission of « 
recommendation to the Security 
Council and thus play an impor- 
tant role in the t-sk of strength- 
ening the peace. 

The proposals are as follows. 
The first one concerns the conclu- 
sion of an international agreement 
for the outlawing of the produc- 
tion and application of a weapon 
based upon the use of atomic en- 
ergy for the purposes of mass de- 
struction. The second concerns 
an organization of the work of 
the Commission fo: the control of 
atomic energy. I will read the 
text of the first proposal. 

Draft international agreement

“Article 7: After the entry into 
force of the present agreement, 
it shall be an obligation upon all 
states whether members or not of 
the United Nations, 

“Article 8: The present agree- 
ment of which the Russian, Chi- 
nese, French, English and Spanish 
texts shall be authentic, is drawn 
up in one copy and will be in.the 
safe keeping of the secretary- 
general of the United Nations. The 
secretary-general shall communi- 
cate to all signatories a duly cer- 
tified copy thereof.” 

I would like now to read the 
text of the second proposal, It 
concerns the organization of the 
work of the commission for the 
control of atomic energy. Basing 
ourselves upon the decision of the 
General Assembly of the 24th of 
January, 1946, concerning the set- 
ting up of a commission for the 
study of problems connected with 
the discovery of atomic energy 
and other related questions, and 
in particular upon article 5 of 
this decision, stating the terms of 
reference of the commission, the 
Soviet delegation considers it nec- 
essary to make the following pro- 
}posals concerning the. plan of the 
organization of the work of the 
commission for the initial period 
of its activity. 

“Part 1, The setting up of 
committees of the commission, 
pursuing the aims indicated in 


the decision of the General As- 


sembly to “proceed with the ut- 
most dispatch and inquire into 
all phases of the problem and 
make such recommendations 
from time to time with respect 
to that as it finds possible, 

In connection with this item, 
it seems quite necessary to es- 
tablish two committees which as 
auxiliary organs of the Commis- 
sion would be responsible for a 
general study of the problem of 
atomic energy and the elaboration 
of recommendations which the 
Commission might make for the 
carrying out of the decision of 
the General Assembly and other 
organs of the United Nations. 

It is proposed that there should 
be set up two committees, the 
first a committee for the exchange 
of scientific information. ' This 
committee would be set up for 
the purpose of studying point (A) 
of article 5 of the decision of the 
General Assembly of the 24th of 
January 1946. Among the tasks 
of this committee would be that 
of elaborating recommendations 
concerning practical measures for 
the organization of the exchange 
of information. 

(1) Concerning thr contents of 
scientific discoveries connected 
with the splitting of the atom and 
other discoveries connected with 
the obtaining and use of atomie 
energy, and 

(2) Concerning the technology 
and the organization of techno- 
logical processes for obtaining and 
using atomic energy. : 

(3) Concerning the organization 
and method of industrial produc- 
tion of atomic energy and the use 
of such energy. 

(4) Concerning forms, sources, 
and the location of raw materials 
necessary for obtaining atomic 
energy. 

I come now to the second pro- 
posed committee whose task 
would be to prevent the use of 
atomic energy for the harm of 
humanity. This committee should 
be set up in order to attain the 
aims set forth in points B, C, 
and D of Article § of the deci- 
sion of the General Assembly. The 
task of this committee would be 
to prepare recommendations on 
the following subjects: 

1, The preparation of a draft 
international agreement for the 
outlawing of weapons based 
upon the use of atomic energy 
and forbidding the production 
and use of such weapons and all 
similar forms of weapons des- 
tined for mass destruction. 

2. The elaboration and cre- 
ation of methods to forbid the 
production of weapons based 
upon the use of atomic energy 
and to prevent the use of atomic 
weapons and all other similar 
weapons of mass destruction. 

3. Measures, systems and or- 
ganizations of control in the use 
of atomic energy to insure the 
observance of the conditions 
above-mentioned in the inter- 
national] agreement for the out- 
lawing of atomic weapons, 

Part 2: The composition of the 
committees; Each committee 
would be composed of one repre- 
sentative of each state represent- 
ed in the commission. Each rep- 
resentative may have advisors. 

Part 3. Rules of procedure of 
the committees. The rules of pro- 
cedure of committees shall be 
drawn up by the commission.

These 
countries expressed strong ap- 
proval of the basic principles ad- 
vanced in the American proposal, 
with Canada and China specif- 
ically indorsing rejection of the 
veto on atomic questions. 

Dr. Quo Tai-Chi, the Chinese 
delegate on the commission, said 
in his address that his country 
is prepared to yield the veto if 
the other four veto holding powers 
of the U.N, agreed to do so. 

The Russian tone of opposition 
was set by Gromyko at the out- 
set of the session when he asked 
Commission Chairman Herbert V. 
Evatt of Australia to postpone 
consideration of procedural rules, 
which a subcommittee had drafted, 
until the third session, later set 
for 3 p.m. next Tuesday, 

One of the rules to which the 
Soviets may object provides that 
the commission shal) decide issues 
by a majority vote and that a 
quorum shall be two-thirds of the 
membership, Evatt quickly agreed 
to the postponement on the rules, 
there being no objection. 

Evatt announced, at the start of 
the meeting and bravely once

U.N Secretary Can’t Witness 
Atom Bomb Test. 

NEW YORK, June 20 (AP)— 
Trygve Lie, secretary general of 
the United Nations, announced to- 
day he would be unable to accept 
an invitation from the United 
States to attend the atom bomb 
test at Bikini atoll. 

Lie said the pressure of duties 
in preparation for the general as- 
sembly meeting in September and 
his scheduled visit to United Na- 
tions institutions in Europe would 


make it impossible for him to ac- 
cept. 


STATE OF GEORGIA SUIT SEEKS 
TO DISSOLVE KLAN’S CHARTER 


ATLANTA, June 20 (AP)—The 
State of Georgia filed court pro- 
ceedings today seeking to dissolve 
the charter of the Ku Klux Klan. 
It charged that the hooded organi- 
zation was trying to “grab control 
of governmental agencies.” , 

In a suit in Fulton county (At- 
lanta) Superior Court, the state 
accused the Klan of having as its 
“ultimate aim” enforcement of “its 
principles and doctrines upon the 
state of Georgia by force, violence, 
terrorism and hate.” 

The state charged that the Klan 
intends “to organize police offi- 
cers, cab drivers, truck drivers 
and others in key positions so 
that the defendant (Klan) can 


seize” parts of the state govern- 
ment charged with protection of 
citizens. 


DULLES SAYS REDS 
FIGHT FREEDOM TO 
SAVE OWN SETUP 


Republican Asserts Rus- 
sia Can’t Be Purged of 
Freedom if Other Coun- 


tries Have It. 


NEW YORK, June 20 (UP)— 
Russia wants to purge the world 
of freedom to preserve her own 
system, in the opinion of Foster 
Dulles, Republican expert on in- 
ternational affairs. 

“The Soviet union cannot be 
kept purged of freedom if else- 
where those freedoms are rife,” 
Dulles said in an address read for 
him at commencement exercises 
at City College last night. A foot 
injury prevented him from giving 
the address himself. 

The Russians seek “a world- 
wide acceptance of their system,” 
Dulles said. “They want every- 
where governments which are 


democratic dictatorships and 
which will eradicate the freedoms 
which Soviet leaders consider dan- 
gerous,”’ 

“It does little good to have de- 
stroyed the mosquitoes in your 
own land if they are breeding in 
surrounding lands and flying in. 
The Soviet Union cannot be kept 
purged of freedoms if elsewhere 
those freedoms are rife. Thus, 
Soviet leaders feel it necessary to 
try to bring others to join’ the 
purge.” 

Democracy on Defensive. 

Democracy is on the defensive, 
Dulles contended, “because soci- 
eties of freedom have developed 
weaknesses which have caused a 
widespread loss of faith in them. 
Throughout the world, men are 
beginning to question whether, 
afterall, a society of freedom is 
adapted to modern needs,” 

Men today are too interested in 
“the elemental problem of keep- 
ing physically alive” to take much 
interest in “spiritual, intellectual 
and political freedoms which men 
can neither eat nor wear,” Dulles 
asserted. 

“Men want uninterrupted pro- 
duction and equitable distribution 
of means of living and they ques- 
tion whether they can best get 
that in a free society,” he added. 
They look for the answers to that 
question in the United States and 
Russia. 

U. 8S. Restricting Freedom. 

Dulles said that in Russia men 
see leaders “full of confidence” 
who “claim to have found in their 
dictatorial system the way to as- 
sure production free of interrup- 
tion from strikes or shutdowns,” 
while in the United States they 
see a country which, although it 
has provided generously to starv- 
ing peoples, has “been restricting 
human freedom and _ increasing 
the area of political authority,” 

He said that most foreigners 
see us as people who gorge our- 
selves while others starve, as peo- 
ple whose selfish quarreling in- 
terrupts production. and transpor- 
tation on which millions depend 
for survival, 

The presentation may be unfair, 
he concluded, but “there is enough 
truth in it to make freedom seem 
a rather frightening thing to those 
who have no margin of survival.”

WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
The House expenditures commit-

The committee approved three 
resolutions by Representative Pit- 
tenger (Rep.), Minnesota, voicing 
opposition to the President’s pro- 
posals. 

One proposal Pittenger argued 
against would centralize all Fed- 
eral housing activities in one 
agency.

FIRST 8-36 BOMBER 
COMPLETED BY ARMY 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP) 
—Completion of the first B-36 six- 
engined bomber was announced 
yesterday by the Army Air Forces, 
The giant plane will undergo in- 
itial flights late this summer. 

The B-36 and the B-35 “Flying 
Wing,” which is being completed, 


are the planes which W. Stuart 
Symington, assistant Secretary of 
War for air, said ‘in a speech 
Monday could “fly 10,000 miles 
with an atomic. bomb.” 

The XB-36, experimental model 
of the plane, was built at the 
Fort Worth (Tex.) plant of the 
Consolidated Vultee _ Aircraft 
Corp. It will undergo ground tests 
five or six weeks. before actual 
flights. 

The newest bomber will be as- 
signed to the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, under which are grouped 
long-range and heavy bombers. 

Powered by six ‘Pratt-Whitney 
3000-horsepower engines, the XB- 
36 has a wingspread of 230 feet, 
fuselage length of 163 feet and 
uses pusher-type propellers. It 
carries a crew of 15 in pressurized 
compartments, 

In announcing earlier that the 
plane was. under construction, of- 
ficials described it as a successor 
to the B-29 which carried the 
atomic bomb to Hiroshima and

Thomas Hart Benton, have been 
commissioned by the Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney department 
store to paint the various aspects 
of life in Missouri, it was an- 
nounced today by Frank Mayfield, 
president of the store. 

Works of the 10 artists will form 
a store collection to be known 
as “Missouri—The Heart of the 
Nation.” Paintings will be put 
on public display both in St. Louis 
and elsewhere in Missouri, it was 
announced,- and are expected to 
go on a national tour as well. 


Mayfield made the announce- 
ment at a luncheon at the store. 
Details of the project were ex- 
plained by ,Reeves Lewenthal, 
chairman of the board of gover- 
nors of the Associated American 
Artists Galleries, the organization 
through which arrangements have 
been made for the project. 


It is not anticipated that the 
project will be finished until the 
fall of 1947. In its final form, the 
collection will include about 80 
paintings and drawings. About 
25 will be oil paintings. 

Purposes Outlined. 

“In bringing to St. Louis and 
to Missouri a group of America’s 
leading artists to portray, as they 
see fit, contemporary Missouri and 
its way of life,” “Mayfield said, 
“Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney has 
a two-fold purpose. First, it seeks 
to depict for St. Louis, for Mis- 
souri and for the world, the 
charm, the strength, the beauty, 
the force of our Midwestern Mis- 
souri of today; and secondly, it 
seeks to identify with all these 
things—with this Missouri living— 
a commercial enterprise which we 
at Vandervoort’s believe is an in- 
tegral part of it all. 

“This can be branded, we sup- 
pose, as advertising, but we also 
feel sure that it is a civic enter- 
prise as well. And the two, we 
think, go hand-in-hand, for no 
commercial endeavor becomes 
truly great unless it is accom- 
panied by many civic endeavors.” 


Shift in Patrons. 


Lewenthal declared that the 
project here “might well be the 
forerunner of a national move- 
ment.” He said that Mayfield is 
the first “modern merchant prince 
to see the great value of sponsor- 
ing graphic art in this manner.” 
He added that he expects other 
store owners elsewhere to follow 
the example. 

“It is a logical development,” he 
said. “Years ago the church was 
the great art patron, but such 
things are dependent on the dom- 
inant economic forces of a par- 
ticular time and place. With the 
shift from the church to mer- 
chant princes as patrons, the art- 
ist has gained greater freedom 
of expression, and he can find a 
wide audience for his work.” 
_Any suggestion that the artists 
participating in the project are 
guilty of “commercialism,” Lew- 


enthal branded as. “nonsense.” He 
said no attempt would be made 
to dictate what the artists should 
paint or how they should paint 
it. As skilled technicians, how- 
ever, he said they are well able to 
work on commission, just as art- 
ists always- have. 

Fletcher Martin, who will begin 
the series by painting life along 
the banks of the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers, is a Californian 
by birth and gained recognition 
for his pictures of the San Fran- 
cisco waterfront, Like the other 
artists who will contribute to the 


/Missouri collection, his work is 


represented in the nation’s lead- 
ing collections. 
Rural Scenes by Benton. 
Benton, a Missourian, is per- 
haps the best known of the 
group. His work ig expected to 
depict agricultural Missouri for 


the most part. . 
Also working in rural Missouri 


will be Peter Hurd of New Mex- 


ico. The preliminary outline as- 


signs to Hurd the painting of 


livestock raising, mules and 
horses. 

Soon after Martin begins work 
on the two great Missouri rivers, 
Howard Baer of Pennsylvania in 
July will begin painting famous 
Missouri landmarks, euch as 
Mark Twain's house and Jessie 


James's birthplace, and will paint 


the buildings at the University of 


Missouri and at Stevens College. 
Baer has had wide recognition 
for his paintings of the activi- 
ties of the Army Medical Corps 
during the war.

MISS KELLEMS LOSES 
DECISION IN COURT 


Connecticut Woman Who 
Sued CIO Herald for $1,500,- 
000 Rebuked by Judge. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 20 
(AP)—Vivien Kellems, Connecticut 
business woman, lost out in her 
$1,500,000 ‘libel suit against pub- 
lishers of the CIO Labor Herald 
yesterday and was verbally chas- 
tized as well by the bench, Her 
attorney said she would appeal 
from the federal court verdict, 
reached without a jury trial. 

Judge Louis E, Goodman, deliv- 
ering his decision orally from the 
bench, held that the Herald had 
kept within the “area of fair com- 
ment” when it referred to her 
wartime conduct as “treasonable,” 
and granted a motion for dismis- 
sal. Miss Kellems was not in 
court today. having returned home 
last week after testifying. 

“T found her to be evasive, argu- 
mentative, arrogant and indeed 
brazen,” said the judge, “in her 
reiteration of her claimed right to 
do and say as she pleased without 
regard to the possible dire con- 
sequences to her country and her 
fellow citizens.” 

The court commented that there 
seemed to be some substantiating 
data for the view taken by the 
editor that her conduct “savored 
of treason.” 

She “directly urged and invited 
citizens not to pay their taxes in 
a time of national peril,” the 
judge said, and she corresponded 
with Count Frederick Karl von 
Sedlitz at least once after his 
name had been placed upon the 
American blacklist, thus. violating 
the trading-with-the-enemy act. 
This, he decided, was “contrary to 
law and recognized concepts of 
loyalty in time of war.” 


YOUNG BOA CAUGHT 
IN KROGER BANANA 
ROOM GOES TO ZOO 


A young Central American boa 
constrictor recently has changed 
its abode from the rafters in the 
banana room of the Kroger Gro- 
cery & Baking Co., 1311 South 
Thirty-ninth street, to the St. Louis 
Zoo’s reptile house.

NO PRISON TRIP FEES TURNED 
OVER IN YEAR, OFFICIAL SAYS

Deputy.Comptroller States Previous Sheriffs 
Reported Them—Circuit Attorney 
to Investigate. ,

Sheriff John F. Dougherty has 
not turned over to the City Comp- 
troller’s office any fees collected 
for taking prisoners from the City 
Jail to the state penitentiary, since 
March, 1945’ Deputy ComptroHer 
Ray Schroeder disclosed to the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Under previous sheriffs, fees for 
taking prisoners to the state pen- 
itentiary and to the state reform- 
atory were turned in to the Comp- 
troller’s Office, Schroeder said, 
These fees, records show, were 
turned in in the _ following 
amounts for the following fiscal 
years — 1935-36, $3118, 1936 937, 
$1970; 1937-38, $3064; 1938-39, 
$2853; 1939-40, $3820; 1940-41, 
$1449, 1941-42, $2671; 1942-43, 
$1695; 1943-44, $1020, and 1944-45, 
$1525. Dougherty took office Jan. 

As was disclosed yesterday, a 
prisoner under sentence may 4ar- 
range a special trip to the peni- 
tentiary to begin serving his term 
through payment of “a few extra 
dollars” to a deputy sheriff. Other- 
wise, because of the Sheriff's sys- 
tem of waiting until a group, or 
“chain” of prisoners is assembled 
in the City Jail before taking 
them to Jefferson. City, sentenced 
offenders frequently spend up to 
three months in jail. They receive 
no credit on their prison terms for 
this time, since sentence does not 
officially begin until prisoners are 
checked into the penitentiary. 

Circuit Attorney. James W. 
Griffin today announced that he 
would investigate the practice of 
deputy sheriffs making a per- 
sonal profit through special trips 
to the penitentiary with sentenced 
offenders. He plans to determine 
if there has been any violation 
of the law. He said he also 
would seek to find out whether 
the deputies have solicited such 
special trips. Griffin declared 
that prisoners should be sent to 
Jefferson City at least once each 
month, under the present law. 

A suggestion that Missouri stat- 
utes be revised to fix the begin- 
ning of a term in the State peni- 
tentiary ag the date of sentence 
was made by Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert L. Aronson. The judge, who 
sits in the criminal division, said 
the practice of paying a bonus for 
special transportation to the peni- 
tentiary is another form of “an 
old American custom of paying 
for extras.” 


“This situation would not exist 
if the statutes were revised mak- 
ing the date of penitentiary con- 
finement coincide with the date 
of sentence,” Judge Aronson said. 
He added that all prisoners should 
be taken to the penitentiary as 
speedily as possible following sen- 
tence. 

Judge David J. Murphy, also in 
the Circuit Court Criminal Divi- 
sion, said the matter of special 
“bonus” trips to the penitentiary 
“is up to the Sheriff.” Judge 
Murphy said he favored holding 
sentenced prisoners in jail during 
the term of court in which they 
were sentenced because of occa- 
sional legal contingencies. 

Judge Waldo C. Mayfield, the 
third judge in the Criminal Divi- 
sion, said: “It is the Sheriff's job 
to run his office, I’m not going to 
try to do i. for him.” He ob- 
served that the transportation 
situation is such as not to be satis- 
factory to all prisoners. 

Deputy Sheriff Richard Mahfood 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the practice of making special 
trips to Jefferson City with pris- 
oners hds the approval of Chief 
Deputy Frank Burns of the Crimi- 
nal Division. Mahfood observed 
that “about. $35 covers the deal,” 
leaving .something extra for the 
deputy. Vouchers covering the 
expense of transporting prisoners 
to the penitentiary in groups list 
the cost for each prisoner at $11.58. 

Robert C. Bates, who has been 
waiting in jail since April 16, when 
he was sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary for robbery, told 
a reporter that he asked Deputy 
Sheriff Harry Lehneman if a spe- 
cial trip could be arranged for. $35. 
Bates quoted the deputy as reply- 
ing, “I believe it can be done.” 
The prisoner, who is scheduled to 
go to Jefferson City’ next Thurs- 
day with a “chain,” added that he 
did not have the required $35. 

Burns refused to discuss the 
subject and warned his deputies 
against talking to reporters. He 
then referred reporters to Sheriff 
John F. Dougherty, adding, “He 
will throw you out.” Dougherty 
could not be reached for a state- 
ment, 


Jail records show that 18 spe- 
cial trips have been made to the 
penitentiary since Jan. 1, 1945. 
Two trips were made last month 
and two during April. .

COURSE REPORTED 
NEEDED FORATOM 


More Emphasis Required 
on Mathematics and 
Physics, Monsanto Man

am new type of engineer ie 
needed to develop atomic energy 
and cope with other problems in 


the field of nuclear phenomena, 
the Society for the Promotion of 
Engineering Education was told 
today, 

To train the “nuclear engineer” 
of the future, a considerably 
longer period of schooling than 
the normal four-year college 
course may be required, Dr. M. Cy 
Leverett of Monsanto Chemical 
Co., who is director of the techni- 
cal division of the Clinton Labora- 
tories at Oak Ridge, Tenn., told 
a convention group at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

Nucleonics:— the branch of 
science dealing with nuclear 
phenomena—calls for a chemical — 
engineer whose training places far’ 
more emphasis on mathematica 
and physics than at present, he 
| said, 

This view was seconded by Dr, 
Charles A, Thomas, Monsanto re- 
search director who played a 
leading role in development of 
the atomic bomb. In a talk before 
the Engineering College Research 
Association at Hotel Statler last 
night he said it might be advis-\ 
able to institute a two-year pre- 
engineering course to be followed 
by a four-year course. 

“If the engineer is to take hie 
proper place in society he must 
be a broader man,” Dr. Thomas 
declared, contending that today’s 
graduate, as the result of over~. 
specialization, too often is narrow 
and fails in executive positions. 

“The nucleonic engineer of the” 
future must be well rounded in. 
physics, familiar with fluid flow 
and metallurgy, and have a good 
understanding of radio chemistry, 
biology and thermodynamics,” he 
said. “He also requires some train- 
ing in economics, And he should 
be able to read and write English.” 

America’s reservoir of scientific 
men is a “college generation’* 
short because of the wartime dis- 
ruption of young scientists* 
careers, Dr, J. Robert Van Pelt 
Jr., of Battelle Institute at Colum~ 
bus, O., said in advocating a 
nation-wide search for scientific 
talent in youth. He also recom- 
mended that engineering schools 
pay more attention to psychology, 
economics and human relations. 

The American Association of 
Physics Teachers also is meeting 
in conjunction with the Society 
for the Promotion of Engineering 
Education.

Indicated Wheat Crop. 

The Department of Agriculture 
reported today a mid-June sur- 
vey of production prospects in 
major producing states indicated 
a wheat crop of 1,083,139,000 bu- 
shels. 

This estimate compared with a 
June .1 forecast of 1,025,509,000 
bushels and with last year’s rec- 
ord crop of 1,123,143,000 and with 
a 0-year (1935-44) average of 
343,792,000 bushels. 

The latest estimate was based 
on June 15 prospects in the 18 
top-ranking wheat producing 
states and on June 1 estimates in 
the other states. 

A crop of more than 1,250,000,000 
bushels would be needed to meet

Hoover’s Statement on Famine 
Relief From Latin America 


OLLOWING ts the text of th 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP). 
e statement by former President 


Herbert Hoover on hie return from Latin America where he 
surveyed food supply prospects: 


We have had a generous wel- 
come and excellent co-operation 
from Latin America. These cotn- 
tries fall into two groups, from a 
food point of view; those that ex- 
port food, and those that import 
food. A few, of course, import 
certain foods and export others. 
Our concern has been exclusively 
with the world crisis until the 
harvests in the Northern Hemi- 
sphere in September. 

On April 19, I broadcast to 
Latin America an appeal that the 
exporting countries expand and 
accelerate their exports as much 
as possible, and that the import- 
ing countries a ena A reduce 
their imports during the world 
crisis, This request was greatly 
aided by His Holiness, Pope Pius 
XII, who addressed an urgent ap- 
peal to these nations, And the 
full information issued by the 
press has kept the leaders of 
these countries informed upon the 
world crisis. 

The governments without excep- 
tion requested that I explain the 
world situation to their people as 
an aid to them in measures they 
were taking to reduce imports 
and increase exports, 

Reduction in Imports. 

Colombia, Venezuela, Chile, 
Peru and Uruguay have all -re- 
duced their cereal and fats im- 
ports to a minimum. Some of 
them generously offered to do 
without these imports during the 
critical months. Mexico, Ecuador, 
Chile, Peru and Uruguay are in- 
creasing their exports of beans, 
rice, meat, fats or sugar, as the 
case may be. 
Brazil is normally the largest 
Latin American importer of wheat 
—about 100,000 tons per month. 
She has reduced her imports dur- 
ing these critical months by over 
40 per cent and made available 
much larger than normal exports 
of corn, rice and beans. Thus, 
she is making a double contri- 
bution. 

The Argentine is one of the 
world’s most important food ex- 
porting countries. She suffered 
a partial crop failure, and her 
surplus this year, while consid- 
erable, is less than normal. 
Nevertheless, the Argentine dur- 
ing these months will supply 90 
per cent of Latin American food 
exports. Although President 
Peron was inaugurated only two 
days before our arrival, he took 
time for an exhaustive discus- 
sion of the world famine situa- 
tion. He went thoroughly into 
the contribution the Argentine 
could make, and the measures 
for making it effective. I have 
now received telegraphic word 
that President Peron has sig- 
naled his co-operation by a de- 
cree creating stréng emergency 
measures to speed up exports to 
the utmost during the crisis. 

During March, April and May, 
the Argentine has exported an 
average of about 450,000 tons of 
cereals a month. Under these 
mew emergency measures, I am 
in hopes the average during the 
next three months will rise to 
700,000 or 750,000 tons a month, 
although our estimates are for a 
less amount. Argentina has un- 
dertaken to provide for the ma- 
jor needs of most of the import- 
ing South American countries

The importing countries in Cen- 
tral and South America could ef- 
fectively use more than this quan- 
tity, but they will willingly get 
along if further supplies are not 
available. 


In the same report to President 
Truman, we estimated total pos- 
sible exports of cereals and beans 
from these countries during the 
four months from May 1 to Aug. 
31 at about 2,150,000 tons. We now 
estimate the total possible ship- 
ments of cereals and beans during 
these four months at about 2,600,- 
000 tons, with a possible increase 
beyond this from the Argentine of 
800,000 tons. 

The five months’ balance sheet 
in our previous estimate showed 
net exports from Latin America, 
taken as a whole—that is, deduct- 
ing total imports from total ex- 
ports—of about 320,000 tons of 
cereals a month during the criti- 
cal period, 

Taking into account the de- 
crease in the requirements and 
the increase in supplies, our 
new four months’ ance sheet 
shows a net export possible from

TRACKS IN OHIO IDENTIFIED 


The body of the man found yes- 
terday along the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tracks eight miles east 
of Newcomerstown, O., has been 
identified as that of Louls W.

revelation, Speer in unrestrained 
terms denounced the Fuehrer for 
deceiving and lying to the Ger- 
man people and accused him of a 
megalomania which led him to 
believe he must not go down with- 
out dragging the entire nation 
with him. He told the politicians 
he was almost ready with vic- 
torious new weapons, Speer said, 
and assured the military men that 
he was on the point of delivering 
a political surprise that would con- 
found the enemy. He pretended 
to be negotiating for peace with 
Russia through Japan and with 
the United States through Sweden 
or the Balkans. 


The defendant himself, he re- 
lated, was certain the war was 
lost afte: the landing in Nor- 
mandy and told Hitler so in 12 
memoranda, 


Speer, once lauded by Hitler as 
“the Reich’s greatest architect” 
was commissioned by the Fuehrer 
to create “the biggest buildings in 
the world” in Berlin and Nuern- 
berg. Instead he constructed his- 
tory’s most colossal plant for the 
utilization of slave labor. 


By August 1944 some 14 million 
toilers were drudging under his 
lash inside Germany alone to say 
nothing .of other millions in Pol- 
and, Russia, Italy and occupied 
territories in the West. These in- 
cluded prisoners of war inmates 
from concentration camps and un- 
fortunates impressed for’ the 
Reich’s war effort by Fritz 
Sauckel’s arrest raids and man- 
hunts throughout Europe. 
Rapid Rise of Speer. 

Hitler, himself fanatically inter- 

ested in architecture, met Speer in 


ward into outstanding ‘power, He 
employed Speer at first in build- 
ing enterprises, including the new 
Reichstag edifice and the titanic 
party stadium in Nuernberg. In 
1938 he was decorated with the 
Nazi gold emblem and in 1941 was 
appointed to the Reichstag by 
Hitler himself as a representative 
of the national artistic community. 


During February 1942 he was 
“completely surprised” to be 
named head of the Todt organiza- 
tion. A month later he was placed 
in charge of producton for the 
Army. In 1943 he took over pro- 
duction for the Navy and the Min- 
istry of Economics and in 1944 
that for the Luftwaffe. At age of 
39 he was war production czar of 
the greater German Reich respon- 
sible to the Fuehrer alone. 

“If Hitler had had any friends, 
Speer. remarked sadly on the 
stand, “I should have been one of 
his closest intimates.”

Whether such pro- 
ceedings were legal was not his 
concern, He also believed that 
workers of any nationality who 
violated labor discipline should be 
punished but he could not ap- 
prove, he asserted, of the “violent 
methods” employed by Sauckel as 
plenipotentiary for manpower. In 
one of the most masterly under- 
statements on record he pro- 
nounced Sauckel’s impressments, 
forays and human chases to have 
been “incorrect.” 

After the defeat at Stalingrad 
and the intensification of Allied 
bombing in Germany, voluntary 
recruitment of labor in the West 
almost ceased. In France, for 
example, the figure shrank from 
80,000 to 3000 a month. The need 


for manpower grew so desperate | 
that Hitler ordered a supply of. 


4,000,000 new worker for the year 
1944, 

A quarrel between Speer and 
Sauckel regarding the methods to 
be employed grew so bitter that 
it was carried to Hitler for settle- 
ment. Both agreed that the only 
solution was a large increase in 
slave labor. Sauckel wished to 
gather up the new vassal workers 
by force and carry them off to 
Germany. Speer preferred to com- 
pel them to toil in their own 
countries, 

Speer Temporary Winner. 

The realistic Sauckel argued 
that he could get twice as much 
work from a Frenchman in a 
German factory as he could in a 
French one. Speer replied that 
under the threat of use of vio- 
lence throngs of French, Dutch 
and Belgian artisans would “take 
to the woods” and thus be lost to 
the German war economy. These 
fugitives, he contended, would join 
resistance movements and sgabo-' 
tage would multiply. 


For the moment Hitler gave the ' 


victory to his Minister of Muni- 
tions, who set up in the west es- 
tablishments known as “Speer 
blocks.” They were factories in 


which employment conferred im- 
munity against deportation into 


ithe Reich. However, the British- 


American invasion of France put 
an end to these installations. 
Speer said that working hours 
under his management were some- 
times 12 hours a day and that the 
average work week was 60 to 64 
hours, 

As have most of the Nazi de- 
fendants, the architect professed 
his spotless innocence of wrongdo- 
ing. From above, Hitler and Her- 
mann Goering spurred him to 
frantic increase of production, He 
calculated the required manpower 
quotas and passed them down to 
Sauckel. He held it was Sauckel 
and not himself who was respon- 
sible for the measures taken,

Germans Ahead on Rockets. 


The Germans were far ahead of 
us, of course, in their rocket pro- 
gram aS well as in other matters 
involving flight. We are at pres- 
ent testing some of their V-2 rock- 
ets in New Mexico, with the as- 
sistance of German scientists. 

Wartime developments in 
Army and Navy aviation, while 
spectacular at the time they 
were disclosed, already are to a 
large extent obsolete. For ex- 
ample, we had jet planes toward 
the end of the war but they 
were never used in combat. Now 
the emphasis is on jet craft, 
with the opinion in many quar- 
ters that they will supplant pro- 

peller-driven planes entirely for 
certain purposes. The British 
plan to convert all military and 
commercial aviation to jet pro- 
pulsion. 

The Army’s most publicized 
model is the Lockheed P-80 Shoot- 
ing Star, a fighter which recently 
flew a round trip between Day- 
ton, O., and St. Louis at an aver- 
age speed of 462 miles an hour.

Efforts are being made in 


many quarters to increase the 
speed of planes by the use of 
the swept-back wing and ad- 
vanced wing design. The prob- 
lem is that at about the speed 
of sound the air pattern which 
sustains a wing flight breaks 
down and the plane is likely to 
plunge out of control. It is 
thought that the plane would be 
sustained at speeds much 
greater if it could pass through 
this critical speed area, Super- 
sonic wind tunnels are being set 
up, and again German scientists 
are divulging results of their ex- 
periments. 


Advances’in Aviation, 


The advances in aircraft, both 
Army and Navy, now seem rather 
uninteresting when the future is 
contemplated. In 1939 our top 
army fighter was capable of going 
240 miles an hour and had two 
machine guns. There were only 
18 Flying Fortresses, low-flying 
and slow. By the end of the war 
with Japan the Army Air Forces 
had 26 different types of planes 
flying and in production, with as 
many as 800 Superfortresses over 
Japanese cities at one time, Heli- 
copters had become practical for 
rescue work. A man-carrying 
model of the Flying Wing was 
successful. 

Blind-flying became safe and 
efficient, electrical systems eight 
times as efficient, tires 10 times 
as efficient, Planes could be 
handled by robot pilots, an im- 
proved supercharger allowed 
planes to draw as much power 
at 40,000 feet as at sea level. 
Oxygen systems worked auto- 
matically, fuels were three 
times more powerful, and cabins 
were sound-proofed and pres- 
surized.,

Radiations 
Effect on Flu

Epi- 
demic Viruses May 
Take Years.

ROTECTION against epidemics 
such as the 1918 worldwide 
influenza epidemic that cost 
millions of lives, may come out

Biologists and medical men tak- 
ing part in the Bikini tests hold 
out hope for such a result. So 
much attention has been given 
to the purely military aspects of 
the tests that the reader may be 
surprised to learn of this phase 
of it. 


Briefly this is the story: Disease 
germs and viruses run in strains. 
Some are mild. Others are amaz- 
ingly powerful. Many experiments 
have been conducted to convert 
one strain into another. 

Variations are particularly com- 
mon in influenza germs and the 
vaccines developed for one type 
are of no use against another. 

One way to convert one strain 
of bacteria or virus into another 
is to subject it to the action of 
X-rays or radium, This same sort 
of thing, of course, is done with 


insects. 

The radiations bring about 
changes in the genes, the units in 
the chromosomes of the cells 
which are the carriers of heredity. 

us, for example, if an X-ray 
beam is directed on a particular 
gene in the egg cell of an insect. 
it will change the size of his 
wings, or the color of his eyes, or 
some other aspect of his heredity. 

Now germs and viruses never 
have been exposed to the tremen- 
dous blasts of radiation that are 
let loose by the atomic bomb. That 
is what the biologists and medical 
men associated, with Joint Task 
Force One are planning to do. 

Biologists speak of these 
changed strains of any organisms, 
whether viruses, bacteria, plants 
or animals, as “mutants.” 

What is being done at Bikini is 
to expose cultures of a great many 
varieties, including flu germs on 
the sh which are at some dis- 
tance from the center of the tar- 
get area and on the islands them- 
selves. 

These will be placed at such a 
distance that while they will re- 
ceive dosés of radiation, they will 
be far enough away to escape the 
blast pressure.

to Boost Salaries.

AKE the case of Harold D. 

Smith, 49 years old, with a 

good head, a wife, four chil- 
dren. 

Smith was director of the 
Budget Bureau, one of the most 
important jobs in the Government. 
Every Government department 
and agency which needed money 
from Congress had to have 
Smith’s approval of its request. 

His salary: $10,000. After pay- 
ing his taxes that amounted to 
about $8000. 

He quit yesterday to become 
vice president of the International 
Bank of Reconstruction and De- 
velopment at $22,500 a year, all 
tax-free by international agree- 
ment. 

That tax-free $22,500 is equiva- 
lent to $50,000 if he had to pay 
taxes on the $50,000. 

Smith had spent many years in 
Government service but he was 
quitting, he said, to make more 
money. He said he had to think 
of his family. 

President Truman regretted to 
see him go. That’s where the 
sore point comes in, a point about 
which Truman and other officials 
have complained: 

Because private business pays 
salaries so much better than Gov- 
ernment salaries, it’s hard to keep 
first-class men working for the 
Government or to get them to 
work *for the Government.

Needed: A Power Policy 


An investigation by Congress of electric util- 
ity lobbying against public power, called for by 
Senator Murray, ought to be forthcoming. 
Eleven power companies in the Southwest have 
just won a signal victory in Congress in their 
campaign to prevent the water resources of the 
nation from being developed and utilized for 
the people of the United States. It would be 
interesting, and the public has a right to know, 
by what means Congress was induced to re- 
verse itself in this matter, and who paid the 
lobbying bill. 

The nation needs a water-power policy, but 
Congress has enunciated one from time to time 
only to recant under pressure from the utilities 
~—which is worse than having no policy at all, 
for it is a policy of confusion, The immediate 
issue, which caused Senator Murray to call for 
an investigation, Speaker Rayburn to declare 
that Washington is “seething with utility lobby- 
ists,” and Senator Hill to charge the power com- 
panies with a “widespread, vicious and unprin- 
cipled lobbying and propaganda campaign” 
against TVA and similar developments—includ- 
ing MVA—is one on which Congress has shown 
just such a futile vacillation. 

The United States Government owns the Den- 
ison Dam in Texas and the Norfork Dam in 
Arkansas, and is joint owner with Oklahoma of 
the Pensacola Dam. Each of the dams has a 
power plant. The three power plants are un- 
connected. If one area has an unusually dry 
season, and there is not enough power to fill 
requirements, while another has a surplus of 
power, the first area has to go short of elec- 
tricity while the second area wastes it. It is 
just plain horse sense to connect the power 
plants so that shortages and surpluses can be 
leveled out. That is what the Interior Depart- 
ment is trying to do. 

Congress had already laid down the policy 
for the disposition of the power. It was to be 
disposed of in a manner to provide the most 
widespread use and at the lowest practicable 
rates, with preference given to public bodies and 
co-operatives. TVA operates under an identical 
mandate from Congress. 

To carry out Congress's orders, the Interior 
Department set up a Southwestern Power Ad- 
ministration for Louisiana, Arkansas and parts 
of Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, and 
asked for $23,000,000 to get it started. SPA 
would build lines connecting the power plants, 
and it would build transmission lines and sell 
the power wholesale as directed by Congress, 
selling to private utilities what was left over 
after preference had been given, as Congress 
required, to publicly owned distribution- agen- 
cies. 

The Southwestern power companies were not 
satisfied with getting their share. They wanted 
a monopoly of the power, and they didn’t want 
to have to bid for it. They wanted to dictate 
the price by being the only possible buyer. If 
they could prevent SPA from building trans- 
mission lines, they would have everything they 
wanted. The publicly owned distribution agen- 
cies couldn't afford to build transmission lines, 
but the private utilities could. They would have 
a monopoly on the public’s power, at their own 
price. If they couldn't get that, they wanted to 
kill the project. 

The House Appropriations Committee cut the 
$23,000,000 request down to $3,298,000, the 
House increased that sum to $7,500,000, and now 
the Senate Appropriations Committee has rec- 
ommended that the appropriation be reduced to 
zero—a recommendation which is now before 
the Senate. Senator Thomas of Oklahoma ex- 
plains that “the committee was against .. . 
socialization of power lines . . .” This leaves 
congressional water-power policy, as’ of today, 
firmly entrenched on both sides of the question, 
or on neither side—who could possibly tell 
which? It does not speak too well for the long- 
range responsibility of our highest deliberative 
body. 

The utilities have won a battle. They have 
made Congress look confused and futile. The 
public will bear the cost—in electric bills to pay 
for the lobbying, and in public power wasted or 
turned into private profit rather than public 
benefit.: But if Senator Murray's advice is 
heeded, and a thoroughgoing investigation is un- 
dertaken, the lobbyists may lose the war. It 
is of the most fundamental importance; for the 
natural resources of the country can never be 
developed to their maximum usefulness until 
Congress lays down a coherent water-power pol- 
icy and abides by it. 
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Mr. Baruch’s Feat

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A Project for Progress 

Railroads and the coal industry, which resist 
progress by opposing more natural gas for St. 
Louis, are working for progress in a project at 
Johns Hopkins University. In recognition of 
their deep mutual interest, several railroads and 
coal companies are jointly experimenting with 
a new locomotive which may retain a market 
that is now rapidly slipping to oil-fueled diesels. 

The power plant is an adaptation of the now 
familiar gas turbine, using coal of talcum pow- 
der consistency instead of an actual gas mixture. 
As in the diesel-electrics, the power plant will 
drive a generator which in turn drives an elec- 
trie motor. The turbine is much more simple 
mechanically than the old-style steam locomo- 
tive, and it attains a far higher combustion effi- 
ciency. There is a real promise, then, that a 
locomotive using it will become an equal or even 
superior competitor to diesel-electrics. 

It should be an exceptionally quiet-running 
locomotive, and its discharge gases should be 
virtually free of unpleasant fumes. The fly ash, 
moreover, must be greatly reduced before it can 
reach and erode the turbine blades. Separators 
are therefore included. It is reported that they 
remove 85 per cent of the unburned solids, and 
that the discharge meets the requirements of 
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Baltimore’s smoke ordinance. St. Louisans are 
properly skeptical of such claims, but they will 
welcome any proof that such a locomotive would 
better smoke conditions here. 

Here, succeed or fail, is clearly an enlightened, 
progressive direction of research, That being 
so, one hopes it will succeed, 
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An Inept Amendment 

The Eastland-Bridges amendment would pre- 
vent any President from filling more than three 
Supreme Court vacancies. It would also remove 
the last four Roosevelt appointees (leaving Jus- 
tice Black but removing Justice,Jackson). If a 
constitutional amendment so narrowly drawn 
can actually be offered in good faith, it is most 
inept. 

After a President's first three appointments, 
the House would take over his constitutional 
function and elevate interim Justices from the 
lower courts until the next President could 
make permanent appointments. Would the House 
have done better than Roosevelt? Wouldn't 
temporary Justices be tempted to play politics 
with likely presidential candidates? Couldn't 
a new President with three immediate appoint- 
ments proceed to pack the court? Can the 
court possibly assimilate new members in groups 
so readily as it can assimilate them singly? 

It is particularly odd that such a proposal 
comes from members of the body which can 
block any court appointment it pleases. If 
Roosevelt appointed badly, the Senate must.share 
the responsibility—the more so because its 
preponderant Jawyer-majority take pride in abil- 
ity to appraise legal scholarship and judicial 
temper.

True, they are 
now less exercised than ever before in the 

Midwest, but more so than anywhere else in 

America. 

A first reaction to this tribute to the Mid- 
west’s virility is to smirk and murmur “Ob- 
viously!” The second is to walk the trolley guy 
wires out to the middle of Twelfth and Olive 
and give the Tarzan yodel. The third is to send 
a delegation to Hollywood to inform the movie 
colony it has been giving its he-man movies the 
wrong locale. If we're this good, we want credit 
for it. 
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In these days when decisions are so seldom 
arrived at by the Big Four, it’s a comfort to 
know that last evening a decision was definitely 
reached by the Big Two. 
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Torch of Refuge 


The several hundred thousand uprooted peo- 
ple of Europe would be interested to read the 
statement of Peter Fraser, Labor. Prime Minis- 
ter of New Zealand, that his country will wel- 
come its fair share of European immigrants— 
with no discrimination between Gentiles ‘and 
Jews. They would be interested, but not too 
encouraged, we fear, for Mr. Fraser hastened 
o add that because of a ‘housing shortage, New 


‘Zealand will not be ready for any immigrants 


for three years. To starving men facing on one 
side an impenetrable fence and on the other a 
threatened race riot, three years is a long time. 

New Zealand and Australia have taken over 
great areas of undeveloped country and forbid- 
den the entrance of the neighboring yellow 
races. Their dreams at night are of invasion 
by the crowded millions of Asia, against whom 
the white people of the Antipodes are a mere 
corporal’s guard. Immigrants from Europe would 
make Australia and New Zealand militarily and 
economically stronger. 

But so has the United States room for immi- 
grants, though it may need them less. This 
country owes a considerable share of its devel- 
opment, industrial and cultural, to the efforts 
of people whose friends or kin now need refuge. 

By relaxing immigration restrictions, we could 
translate from legend into living history that 
verse by Emma Lazarus carved on the Statue 
of Liberty: 


Give me your tired, your poor, 
Your huddled masses yearning to breathe 


free, 
The wretched refuse of your teeming shore, 
Send these, the homeless, tempest-tossed, 
to me: 
I lift my lamp beside the golden door. 


That torch on Bedloe’s Island should cast its 
light again to the “huddled masses yearning to 
breathe free.” If the flame were strong and 
steady and sure, it might light the way to refuge 
in other countries, too, and in less than three 
years,

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Germany in a Four-Power Bog 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Four occupying nations have ignored Potsdam conception of Ger- 
many as economic unit, correspondent says; each power looks out 
for itself, variously supporting Communism, Socialism or trans- 
planted American ideas; meanwhile, Germans live near starvation. 


Walter Millis in the New York Herald Tribune 


Probably few Americans who have not 
been there have any real grasp of the ex- 
traordinary nature of what we are trying 
to do in Germany. A few thousand Amer- 
ican officers are governing or supervising 
the government of a rough quarter of the 
German people. 


A few hundreds or dozens of their su- 
periors are at the same time trying to ful- 
fill their part in operating the quadripartite 
government of Germany as a whole—which 
is in itself, perhaps, the boldest and most 
significant experiment in international ac- 
tion now in progress on this earth, 


All of them live quite frankly as con- 
querors in the luxurious “requisitioned” 
mansions, surrounded by the great sea of 
a ruined and necessitous population, which 
still seems too stupefied even for resent- 
ment. 


But the outstanding impression is one of 
a simple and non-political desire to get on 
with the practical job at hand, alike on 
the level of administration within the Amer- 
ican zone and on the level of inter-Allied 
co-operation in the quadripartite Allied 
Control Council. And the result at the 
moment, unhappily, seems to be an all 
but complete deadlock. 


Toward Division of Germany 


Three of the four occupying powers are 
ostensibly committed to the Potsdam agree- 
ment, under which Germany was to be 
treated as an economic unit, and even the 
French insistence upon the detachment of 
the Ruhr does not contravene the under- 
lying idea of a unitary solution, And yet 
every visible sign pojnts straight, at the 
moment, toward the division of Germany, 


The Americans have been particularly 
insistent upon the unitary principle and 
particularly careful to avoid any steps 
which would seem to encourage or to an- 
ticipate a contrary development. Yet Gen. 
Clay has just felt forced to announce the 
suspension of reparations deliveries of in- 
dustrial plants from the American zone un- 
til such a time as we have some assurance 
of securing the advantages of the unitary 
economy. 

The Russian diatribes against this move 
as a “violation of Potsdam” leave open the 
question of who violated Potsdam first, 
but make it plain enough that the unitary 
solution is breaking down. 


Most Food in Soviet Area 


The Russian zone, with its relatively ade- 
quate food supplies and its brown coal, is 
self-supporting; and Moscow is reluctant 
to surrender its resources in order to sub- 
sidize the success of the democratic admin- 
istrations in the western zones. 


The British zone has all the good coal, 
desperately needed throughout Germany 
and Europe, but it lacks the food without 
which the miners’ productivity cannot be 
maintained and the coal cannot be won, 
The British taxpayer, who is not eating 
too well himself and is already subsidizing 
the zone to the extent of more than $300,- 
000,000 a year, is reluctant to subsidize out 
of his own pantry the whole of German 
and European recovery. 

The American zone has the food resources 
of Bavaria; even so, our own taxpayers are 
being called on to the extent of some $200,- 
000,000 a year to help eke out what is at 
best a desperately narrow subsistence level.

with their obstinate demand for an inde- 
pendent Ruhr, the villains of the piece, and 
perhaps the French have been both rigid 
and unaccommodating. But at bottom, their 
position is not much different from that 
of the others; they, no more than the rést, 
are trying to protect their interests and 
to avoid being left holding the bag for some 
one else, 


What Each Power Wants 


Nobody wants the job of operating a vast, 
perpetual poorhouse between the Rhine and 
the Oder; all want that degree of economic 
unity and trade revival which will enable 
the Germans at least to feed and clothe 
themselves. But each wants it on his own 
terms. 


The Russians want a Germany unified on 
Communist or quasi-Communist lines, The 
British want a Socialist-democratic Ger- 
many, the motive in the first case as in 
the second being no doubt primarily de- 
fensive. The United States wants a Ger- 
many unified on capitalist-democratic lines; 
its whole policy is as conscientiously direct- 
ed toward projecting its own system across 
Germany as are the policies of the others. 


If one reflects that Germany would af- 
ford a convenient base for launching atomic 
bombs on Russia, while the Russians would 
have no comparable base for retaliation 
even if they had the bombs, one can under- 
stand that American policy in Germany is 
unlikely to appeal to the Communist com- 
missars as a guaranty of pure-minded 
mediation. 


Zone Lines Etched Deeper 


Economic deadlock and paralysis spread 
from political deadlock. The hard-working 
administrators in Berlin can do nothing 
about the latter—that is for the higher 
levels of the Foreign Ministers or the heads 
of state. The higher levels in turn have 
proved unable to do anything about it; 
and in the meantime the Germans shuffle 
on foot through their endless and silent 
ruins, clinging to a very narrow edge of 
atarvation, 

The zone lines laid down temporarily at 
Yalta are being etched deeper and deeper, 
by the acid of events, into the actual map 
of Germany. The Americans cling official- 
ly to the view that Potsdam and economic 
unity can still be revived with a sufficiently 
“strong” policy; the British appear pri- 
vately to have abandoned the hope, 


If we must accept indefinitely four sep- 
arate Germanies, divided along the lines 
where the armies halted, will the Allies, in 
wrestling with the resultant practical dif- 
ficulties, learn more about co-operation with 
each other and the settlement of their dif- 
ferences than they have learned from the 
attempt at quadripartite government? That 
may not be wholly impossible.

“The Hucksters,” by Frederic Wakeman, (Rinchart 

& Co., Ine., New York.) 

Any adult who has been tortured by an 
incessant radio commercial will find good 
reading in a stinging novel by Frederic 
Wakeman, “The Hucksters.” Wakeman, a 
former account executive for a New York 
advertising agency, uses every weapon at 
his disposal—literary skill, mocking sar- 
casm, and an inside knowledge of his sub- 
ject—to turn out a shrewdly perceptive 
Philippic against the radio advertising busi- 
ness. Some of the characters may be 
slightly out of focus, but if there weren't a 
great deal of truth in their description, we 
wouldn’t be hearing some of the things we 
do hear on the air today.

Vermont has a state industrial 
relations council. It is made up 
of representatives of industry and 
the unions. Government has no 
part in it. The council has gone 
a long way toward bringing man- 
agement and labor to a real un- 
derstanding. 

They are proud in Vermont of 
the council, the first of its kind 
in the country, and they have 
good reason to be. If a congres- 
sional committee is named to do 
an honest study of labor-manage- 
ment relations, it could profit- 
ably take a long look at what has 
been worked out here. 


How Council Operates. 


They haven't, of course, had the 
same problems as in states where 
war industries brought hundreds 
of thousands of new workers and 
unions mushroomed overnight. 
Vermont is not primarily an in- 
dustrial state. Nevertheless the 
way in which the two sides have 
worked together, without Govern- 
ment intervention or guidance, is 
an example that may well have 
wide application. 3 

The council is made up of eight 
members named by the Associated 
Industries of Vermont, four by 
the AFL, and four by the CIO. 
Each group selects its own chair- 
man and they take turns presid- 
ing at the meetings. . 

Sitting around the conference 
table in a series of sessions for 
more than a year, they have 
wrestled with the obstacles in the 
way of collective bargaining. 
Sometimes the sessions have been 
bitter. But gradually a mutual 
understanding has grown up. The 
Vermont council the other day 
sent both labor and industry dele- 
eo oho tell a meeting of New 

industrialists and busi- 
mess men that the plan actually 
works 


CIO Member’s View: 


Albert A. Cree, president of the 
Vermont Public Service Co., the 
industry delegate recommended 
the idea highly to his fellow 
industrialists. While the two sides 
did not always agree, he said, they 


had come to know and respect 


each other’s point of view. 
Somewhat the same testimony 
came from Henry N. Hicks, a CIO 
member of the Vermont council. 
He admitted that labor was sus- 
picious at first. But the plan had 
worked out so well that labor to- 
day was completely sold on the 
idea. Hicks went on to say: 
“The establishment of future 
labor relations liestin the hands 
of management. If a union is 
treated with respect, accorded real 
recognition, bargained with in 
good faith, then management and 


labor should be able to deal with 
each other constructively when 
collective bargaining breaks down 
for the time being.” 


That is apparently one of -the 
chief gains to come out of the 
council — mutual respect. It is 
what is too often absent when 
management and unions sit down 
together. Usually they face each 
other with all the fine cordiality 
of two stray tigers meeting in the 
jungle. 

Senator George Aiken of this 
town had a lot to do with develop- 
ing the council idea. Aiken is a 
liberal Republican, one of the most 
courageous men in the Senate. 
The origin of his career is unique 
in American politics. Starting by 
collecting wild flowers, he de- 
veloped a flourishing nursery busi- 
ness which put him in contact 
with farmers all over the State. 


Vermont has two good Senators 
and why it should be so, here in 
this rocky little State that has had 
its population drained off to the 
industrial centers, is hard to see. 
Senator Warren R. Austin has 
just been named by President Tru- 
man to be United States member 
of the United Nations Security 
Council, 


Two Fine GOP Leaders. 


Quietly but with untiring per- 
sistence, Austin has worked to 
bring the Republican party out of 
the shell of isolationism and into 
the light of day. When some of 
the more showy figures in the 
party were still clinging to isola- 
tionism, Austin maneuvered a 
forthright resolution on foreign 
policy at the Mackinac Island con- 
ference. As a delegate to the Con- 
ference of Chapultepec in Mexico, 
he performed a splendid service. 


If they were given half a chance 
by those who think they own the 
Republican party, men like Aiken 
and Austin could put the GOP in 
a position of unassailable leader- 
ship. They could point the way, 
on both domestic and internation- 
al issues, to a strong and unified 
America. 

But the sad truth is that the 
GOP shows signs of following ex- 
actly the opposite kind of leader- 
ship. Shrewd opportunists want 
to exploit what they believe is a 
tide ——, back to isolation and 
reaction. hose are the unhappy 
portents in recent elections. It 
will take more forcefulness than 
anyone has shown yet to reverse 
this tide.

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HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 
EOPLE say to me, “Well, 
prices have gone up already, 
so why do we need controls? 

They do not stop to think that 
there is still a vast difference be- 
tween the prices we now have 
and completely uncontrolled 
prices, 

A bulletin from the Office of 
Price Administration gives the 
following information. From Sep- 
tember, 1939, when the war began 
in Europe, to April 15, 1946, the 
average of all consumer prices 
and rents rose about 33 per cent. 
Much of the increase, however, 
was before price controls became 
effective. From May, 1942, when 
the general maximum price regu- 
lation was issued, to April 15, 1946, 
the average of consumer prices 
and rents rose only about 13 
cent. During World War I, retail 
prices and rents more than dou- 
bled, and half of the increases oc- 
curred after the Armistice.

EVEN WITH the necessary rise 
in prices to reflect wage adjust- 
ments and facilitate prompt re- 
conversion since V-J Day, and 
with the increase in grain and 
bread prices to meet the require- 
ments of the famine program, as 
well as the increase in dairy prices 
which came as a result of feed 
costs and farm-labor costs which 
threatened to reduce our milk sup- 
ply—even with all these increases, 
prices by July 1, 1946, will have 
risen less than 3% per cent since 
V-J day.

ON THE question of sugar, 
there is apparently a bill intro- 
duced again to aid the sugar beet 
industry in this country. During 
the war, it made sense to help 
that industry, because shipping 
was being torpedoed and we could 
not get sugar from outlying re- 
gions. Now that the war is over, 
we might well examine the sugar 
beet industry and decide whether 
it is worth subsidizing. 

It is not an industry which pays 
the workers well or gives them 
employment the year around, It 
is costlier to produce beet sugar 
here than it is to import sugar 
from outside sources of supply. So 
it boils down to whether the 
people of this country feel it im- 
portant enough to support this in- 
dustry and pay more for their 
sugar. 

There are things which it does 
pay to subsidize, such as a Mer- 
chant Marine run with decent la- 
bor standards, and perhaps the 
aviation industry, and any indus- 
try which is in an experimental 
period. But I doubt if the sugar 
beet industry can be looked upon 
in this light. 

These questions are not too 
complicated for the average cit- 
izen to study, ahd they make a 
difference in our daily lives.

Fill 
each muffin cup two-thirds full 
of batter and bake in a moderate- 
ly hot oven (350 degrees) for 25 
minutes. Twelve muffins.

He wants 
to feel it, see it closely, taste and 
smell it, so he can really know it. 
And he wants to’keep it. Soon he 
hegins t® say, “I want that”; un- 
less he is trained to learn that he 
really does not want it, he will be- 
come a nuisance to himself and to 
everyone else. He will want in 
season and out, with reason and 
oftener without. 

Wanting things is good for us, 
provided we understand what it 
is we want, why we want it, what 
it will do for us. We must learn to 
want things that will add to our 
power, such as education; that 
will add to our usefulness, such as 
experience; that will give us great 
pleasure, as friends, beauty; 
“wanting” such things will help 
us. 

x * * 

BUT UNTRAINED, undisci- 
plined wanting will make us mis 
erable. Things, possessions are 
necessary to children and adults, 
buf there must be discrimination, 
limitation and what is called good 
sense in the getting. A closet full 
of dolls, a room fuil of toy auto- 
mobiles, a clutter of odds and ends 
that have no meaning, no use, 
nothing but the desire of owner- 
ship fulfilled, is one of the worst 
ways to undo a child’s future hap- 
piness. Clutter of mind or of 
means brings nothing but confu- 
sion and waste into life. 

Teach a child that he is not to 


‘want whatever he sees. One toy 


at a time is enough; if he already 
has a ball he does not need an- 
other; if he already has a tricycle, 
he does not need another because 
his is red and the one in .the win- 
dow is blue and gold.

ONCE HE has made a choice of 
something he wants, and which is 
all right for him to own, teach 
him to abide by it. Give him time 
to make his choice. It is a mis- 
take to take a child to a shop and 
let him buy the first thing he 
sees. He will do that in his eager- 
ness to get what he longs for, but 
he is likely to see something else 
in the next shop and begin to cry 
because he would rather have it 
and now he can’t have it. Let 
him shop around a bit and see 
what the market offers before he 
makes his decision on such im- 

rtant belongings as _ tricycles, 

ks, clothes and tools. Give him 
time. 

If a child is afflicted with “I 
want” and makes a trip to a shop 
impossible, give him nothing for 
which he makes a scene. He must 
be trained—and the sooner the 
better for everybody. A few ex- 


periences will do. Wanting things — 


that are good to own because they 
make life happier is an inspira- 
tion. Senseless wanting, clutch- 
ing, longing is an affliction. Head 
it off in childhood.

If So, They Can Get You All The Nylons You Want at Ceiling Prices

READING, Pa., June 20. 
ERE in the heart of the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch country 
Berks county is a woman 
shopper’s dream come true—nylon 
stockings in abundance, no wait- 
ing in line to get them, and an 
actual effort on the part of the 


stores to sell them to the cus- ° 


tomer, rather than hide them 
away behind the counters as 
seems to be the custom elsewhere. 

One need only step into any of 
a score of stores in this hosiery 
manufacturing center of 110,000 
from the city’s largest department 
store to the hole-in-the-wall inde- 
pendent hosiery outlets that dot 
the side steers, and name her 
size, pay the ceiling price which 
is usually around $1.35 a pair, de- 
pending on the gauge, and walk 
out with two pairs of the treas- 
ured hose. 

The two pairs to a customer is 
only a technical barrier to gain- 
nee quantities, however, 
With a brass nature and strong 
legs, One can walk up the street 
to another store, or around the 
block and back to the same store 
to make another purchase. Of 
course, the woman who comes 
back too often to the same store 
might get a hard look from the 
sales woman, but the chances are 
she still will get the stockings. 
Considering the number of hosiery 


outlets concentrated in the down- . 


town area, it’s a slow shopper that 
can’t corner an ordinary year’s 
supply of nylon leg coverings in a 
few fast blocks of unbridled shop- 
ping. 

The best place to purchase the 
stockings, nylon-wise shoppers of 
the city will tell you, are the side- 
street hosiery outlet shops. They 
always seem to have ample sup- 
plies. Some of the city’s larger 
department and specialty shops, 
however, operate on a quota sys- 
tem and one official said it was 
not unusual for such places to 
post signs, “No Nylons Today.” 

Such signs are posted, but they 
don’t seem to mean much. This 
reporter asked the sales woman 
for some. size nine-and-a-halfs 
anyway. She stared for a minute, 
then asked: “Are you from out of 
town?” 

Getting a positive answer, she 
smiled and said: “Well, the boss 
isn’t around right now, so I guess 
I can sell you a couple of pair.” 
They were 54-gauge, too, and she 
wouldn’t take a tip. 

There does seem to be a minor 
black market in the higher-gauge 
stockings. The most abundant 
gauges for sale are 42, 45 and 48, 
with some 51 and 54-gauge avail- 
able from time to time if one is 
lucky and hits a store at the right 
moment. However, on the way

from the hotel to the airport, the 
reporter asked the cab driver 
where some high-gauge nylons 
could be bought and he replied 
that it just so happened he had 
10 pairs of 54-gauge hose right 
there in the front seat of hig cab. 

“I picked them up for some 
girls I haul regularly, but I'll sell 
them to you and I can get some 
more,” he said. The price was 
$1.85 a pair, which he said was 
ceiling, and he asked for, and got, 
50 cents extra, which he said rep- 
resented the cost of the cab fare 
for the extra trip he had made 
to pick the stockings up in the 
first place. Fifty cents “extra” 
for 10 pairs didn’t seem too much 
to us in view of the.$3-a-pair price 
being quoted for under-the-coun- 
ter sales in New York. 


Typical of the independent ho- 
siery-outlet stores in Reading is 
the Hosiery Mill Outlet store on a 
side street a half-block from the 
main shopping district. 

Leonard Raab, 30, recently dis- 
charged infantryman and man- 
ager of the store, explained how 
he was able to keep in business, 

“I buy most of my stock direct 
from the various mills that are in 
and around Reading,” he said. 
“Some times when I run short 
from this source I buy from whole- 
salers. I wouldn’t call my supply 
unlimited, but would rather classi- 
fy it as fair. As a matter of fact, 
up until a few weeks ago we had 
to limit our customerg to one pair 
at g time; now we can give them 
two pairs.” 

Queried as to the volume of 


dai: sales, he would only com- 
ment: “Just say that we are tak- 
ing care of all our customers.” 

His store, which is more or less 
typical, sells Sl-gauge nylons for 
$1.45 to $1.55 a pair, depending on 
whether he has purchased them 
direct from the factory or from a 
wholesaler, he said. Other prices 
list 48-gauge at $1.35 to $1.40, 42- 
gauge at $125 to $1.35, and sec- 
onds ranging from 73 cents to 
$1.04 a pair. 

The secret of Reading’s nylon 
stocking wealth lies in the dozen 
or ,more large and small hosiery 
mills in the vicinity, While the 
larger mills declare emphatically 
that they sell their goods only to 
recognized channels on a quota 
basis, some of the smaller mills 
sell to the local stores on a direct 
factory-to-retailer basis, with the 
retailer furnishing the transpor- 
tation to pick them up. Neverthe- 
less, well-known national brands 
are on —_ most er 


* 

Some bright light of hope for 
the women of America, outside of 
Reading, who are clamoring for 
nylons, was cast by the latest re- 
port for April of the National 
Association of Hosiery Manufac- 
turers. Shipments of all types of 
hosiery for that month were up 
12.1 per cent over last vear; 12,- 
642,576 dozen pairs were shipped 
out by the industry as compared 
with 11,281,067 dozen pairs in the 
same month last year. For the 
first four months of 1946 q total 
of 49,944,510 dozen pairs of hose 
was shipped, but that figure in- 
cludes not only nylons but men’s 
hose, rayons and bundle goods, 

In the strictly nylon field, only 
190,000 dozen pairs were shipped 
by the industry in April, a 100 
per cent increase over April, 1945. 
For the first four months of the 
year, 7,773,454 dozen pairs of 
nylons were shipped by the indus- 
try as against 1109 dozen pairs 
for the first four months of last 
year. 

Where all of these stockings 
went in the first four months is a 
question that many a woman 
would like answered as she stands 
in a long line to purchase a single 
pair. In Reading, the manufactur- 
ing officials are unanimous in 
their statement that they are sell- 
ing only to authorized sources. 

Whatever the answer, the fact 
is that the women of Reading are 
perhaps the best nylon stocking 
supplied women in America. 

One sophisticated New York 
woman, who stumbled onto the 
Reading bonanza through acci- 
dent, summed it up as she dashed 
from one store to another, 

“I know it is perfectly legal to 
buy nylons like this, but I feel 
positively immoral,” 


How It Started

“It Is Easier for 2 Camel——” 

As the passage reads in Mat- 
thew 19:24: “It is easier for a 
camel to go through the eye of a 
needle than for a rich ‘man to 
enter the kingdom of God.” 

Furious controversy has raged 
among otherwise sedate savants as 
to the real significance of this 


saying, which we have in the New ;} 


Testament. « 

The words have been regarded 
as a carry-over of ancient figures 
of speech. For example, the 
Arabs, speaking of something im- 
possible, would characterize it as 
an elephant going through a 
needle’s eye—or a person swallow- 
ing a camel, In similar tenor, 
the Greeks observed, “It is easier 
to hide five elephants under one’s 
arm.” The Roman reaction was, 
“More easily would a locust bring 
forth an elephant.” This pattern 
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of imagery would make the scrip- 
tural saying merely a familiar 


' metaphor current in biblical days, 


in biblical lands. 


Another explanation, however, 
has been vouchsafed by scholars. 
According to this theory, the pass- 
age in question originally read (in 
Greek), “It is easier for a rope 
to pass through the eye of a 
néedle,” etc. The Greek word for 
“rope” was kamilos, but the idea 


is that in the rendering from the 
Greek into the Latin, kamilos 
(meaning “rope”) was mistaken 
by the translator for kamelos, the 
Greek word for “camel.” From 
the Latin mistranslation the error 
was incorporated into every other 
language into which the Bible was 
eventually translated. 


It is also maintained that the 
biblical citation may be an allu- 
sion to the fact that the “eye of 
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a needle” was a nickname applied 
in the East to a small gate 
through which foot travelers en- 
tered a city from the desert or 
country. This entrance was lo- 
cated beside a large gate through 
which camels would pass. It was 
impossible for a camel to go 
through the small gate, the “eye 
of a needle.” This situation pre- 
sented a natural setting for a 
striking metaphor.
